South Asia and throughout the 
Western Pacific region. 


Humphrey might be expected 


to speak confidently in public, 
but he expresses guarded opti- 
mism in private as well. 


Asked to cite specific reasons, 


he acknowledges it is more a 
feeling than anything that can 
be documented. 


This feeling set in after con- 


versations with U.S. military 
ind civilian officials at various 
levels in Viet Nam, from admit- 
tedly kaleidoscopic on-the-spot 
observations, and from hard 
talks with Viet Nam's leaders, 
chiefly Prime Minister Nguyen 
Cao Ky, 


The vice president, it is 


known, set out for Viet Nam not 
knowing what he would find — 
even though he had had the ben- 
efit of regular U.S. briefings 
and had been current on intelli- 
gence reports and evaluations. 


His intensified apprehension 


about Red China grew out of a 
series of cards-on-the-table dis- 
cussions 
with 
government 


chiefs, 
particularly those of 


Thailand, Laos, India, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand and the Philip- 
pines. 


In a way, the trip was an ed- 


ucation for Humphrey, despite 
his long familiarity with world 
problems from years as a U.S. 
senator. 


The mission started ou t ap- 


pearing to be a sort of drum- 
beating exercise, merchandising 
the new emphasis on social and 
ewnnrnic 
reform 
measures 


which emerged from the Hono- 
lulu conference between Presi- 
dent J o h n - s o n and South Viet 
namese leaders. 


But it soon became evident 


that Humphrey's aims were 
broader than that. 


In Viet Nam, he sought to 


gauge the sincerity of Ky and 
others in the Saigon government 
and the practicality of their 
plans for "rural reconstruction" 
and similar uplift measures. 


Humphrey convinced himself 


that Ky means what he says 
and that the plans are generally 
sound. But the vice president is 
under no illusions that the exe- 
cution of those plans will be 
easy, particularly b e c a u s e 
South Viet Nam is short on 
trained technicians and special- 
ists.

Final Effort

obtained. 


Thereafter, the state content- 


ed itself with a witness who tes- 
tified Powers told him he loved 
his aunt and "he'd even kill for 
her." 
- 


There was state testimony 


also from an employe of Powers 
that the defendant repeatedly 
plunged a knife into a desk top 
and said in reference to his un- 
cle that "If I had my way and 
nobody would find out, I'd take 
that knife and j u g (stab) and 
jug and jug him until he was 
dead." 


T h e state also promised to 


produce testirnoney that Mrs. 
Mossier originally blamed her 
husband's slaying on robbers 
"then changed herplan and set 
-out to destroy her husband's 
reputation by accusing him of 
being a homosexual in order to 
cover up f o r herself and her 
nenhew Powers." 


No direct t e s t imony was 


produced by t h e state of any 
robbery story related by 
Mrs. 


Mossier. 


The defense also 
failed t o 


back up some of its promises, 
notably one by Powers' attor- 
ney, Percy Foreman , who said 
at the trial's opening that the 
evidence would show "there is 
no fetish in psychopathic sexu- 
ality thaUacques Mossier did 
not indulge in. He liked to pick 
up strangers who were respon- 
sive to his sexual deviations." 


T h e defense theme is t h a g 


Mossier could hav ebeen slain 
by a comrad in an underworld 
of sexual perversion. 


A Mossier employe did testify 


that he shared an aparmtent 
with the victim briefly, but add- 
ed thatneither he nor Mossier 
were sexually abnormal,

Too Sick To Work? 


As the result of a stroke, Mary 


suffered permanent disability in one 
hand. This made it impossible for 
her to carry on her usual job in a 
textile mill. So she put in a claim 
for disability benefits under the 
federal Social Security Act. 


However, her claim was turned 


down. Reason: she was still able to 
perform other jobs in the mill 
which were open to her. 


Generally speaking, the Social 


Security Act does provide monthly 
cash payments to an eligible work- 
man with a long term disability. 
The purpose is to "bridge the gap" 
until he is old enough to collect 
retirement benefits. 


But when is a person sufficiently 


disabled to qualify for aid? The 
law seeks to help those truly in

need, yet not those who in all fair- 
ness could still earn their own 
living. 


Thus, you ordinarily cannot col- 


lect benefits if your handicap is 
one that could be remedied with a 
reasonable exercise of will power. 


In one case a man was suffering 


from back pains, too severe to allow 
him to work. However, it appeared 
that his condition could be greatly 
improved if he would diet off some 
excess poundage. 


Under these circumstances, a 


court held he was not disabled in 
the sense that the law meant—and 
therefore he did not qualify for 
disability payments. 


Another rule, illustrated by 


Mary's case above, is that you are 
not disabled merely because you 
can no longer do exactly the same 
job you have done in the past. The 
law expects you to take an alterna- 
tive job, if you are fitted for it. 


On the other hand, the law does 


not expect you to seek work be- 
yond your capacities. For example: 


A workman, forced by injuries 


to give up manual labor, was still 
physically able to do clerical work 
at a desk. But he had neither the 
education nor the experience for it. 
Therefore, a court held him suffi- 
ciently 
disabled 
to 
qualify 
for 


benefits. 


Nor must you seek a kind of 


work which you could do only at 
the cost of grievous pain and effort. 
As one judge put it, the law should 
not be applied so sternly that it 
would aid only the "totally helpless 
and bedridden" and "those at 
death's door."

One of the first things a de- 


clarer 
at a suit 
contract 


should do is look at dummy's 
longest suit and then ask 
himself: "Can I set up one or 
more long suit tricks in that 
suit?" 


He also has to consider the 


possibility that his trumps 
won't last and the necessity 
of an entry to dummy after 
the suit is established. 
Let's see how South should 


plan his play at six spades on 
today's hand. He looks over 
dummy and sees that he sure- 
ly must lose one club trick. 
He also has a possible losing 
trick in hearts but has two 
ways to finesse for the queen 
if he has to. 


Maybe he can avoid the 


heart finesse entirely. There 
is a five-card club suit in dum- 
my and perhaps he can set 
up that fifth club.

Having converted one paper to 
that process last July. The com- 
mon attraction that drew all the 
publishers here was The Star's 
new 
20-page 
Fairchild News 


King 475 rotary offset press — 
first of its particular model in 
the Southwest. A 12-pager of the 
same model has just been pur- 
chased by 
another Arkansas 


newspaper but won't be install- 
Ifj until the end of the year. 


For the third consecutive week 


The Star has been on the street 
on time, indicating we may have 
whipped the problem of operat- 
ing the big machine; and on Sat- ' 
urday we scored a major break- 
through in solving the puzzle of 
how to process local pictures 
with good printing results. Our 
basketball photos Saturday came 
jwt well with the double-nega- 
tive system. That is, we copied 
the pictures into screened nega- 
tives, pasted them into holes in 
the page negative — and got 
'what appear to be superior and 
uniform results. 


Thus we have overcome the 


two road-blocks that up to now 
have prevented us from intro- 
ducing color printing — f o r 
which specific purpose all our 
%;ew offset equipment was pur- 
chased. Now that we are issuing 
on schedule and have whipped 
the local picture problem we 
can risk the bigger job of print- 
ing color. 


I won't say when, but it is 


getting close. Our inexperienced 
crew will begin by offering one 
color in advertisements. If we 
have luck we will go from that 
into the tedious process \vork of 
reproducing four-color local pic- 
tures. Process color requires 
four identical screened negatives 
— one each for black, red, yel- 
low, 
and blue, each printed on 


a separate unit of the press 
but delivered at the folder as a 
single picture. 


It's tough, for an outfit that 


has just now mastered the tech- 
nique of making a single screen- 
JW negative — but the time is 
|* drawing near when we'll try it.

cent the discount rate banks pay 
the Federal Reserve when they 
borrow money.

y In announcing the nomination. 


Johnson described Brimmer as 
a "man of moderation." News- 
men promptly placed the mid- 
dle-of-the-road tag on Brimmer, 
and he doesn't object.

An estimated 900 to 1,000 Viet 


Cong struck from three direc- 
tions at 1:15 a.m. against the 
"new life" hamlet of Vo Xu, in 
coastal 
Binh 
Tuy 
Province. 


Prongs simultaneously hit a 120- 
man militia post and 350-man 
infantry battalion, both part of 
the village's defenses. 


It was the first regimental- 


size attack by the Communists 
against a government resettle- 
ment area in months. They used 
mortars and 50-caliber machine 
guns, setting huts aflame and 
killing .an undetermined number 
of refugees. 


The Viet Cong charged the 


hamlet three times. Each time 
they were hurled back as well- 
placed air strikes and artillery 
rounds 
supported 
the 
belea- 


guered defenders. A government 
spoksman said at least 20 Viet 
Cong were killed and probably 
many more fell in the bombard- 
ment. 
Government 
casualties 


were described as moderate. 


The 
area was 
taken back 


from the Viet Cong last fall by 
the U.S. 173rd Airborne Bri- 
gade. The Vietnamese 10th Divi- 
sion has been responsible for its 
defense since November. 


The Reds attacked the hamlet 


after knocking out a company of 
American paratroopers in a six- 
hour fight 20 miles north of Sai- 
gon over the weekend. Fire 
from other guerrillas drove a 
ship aground temporarily in the 
Snigon- River Sunday. 


South Vietnamese troops car- 


ried the brunt of the war on the 
ground in the past 24 hours of 
peratins. 
A 
government 


spokesman said 33 more Viet 
Cong were killed and 18 weap- 
ons captured in a three-hour 
fight in northernmost Quang Tri 
Province, where several Viet- 
namese battalions have been 
hunting the Reds for a week. 


Since last Tuesday 264 V ; e t 


Cong have been killed and 55 
weapons captured i n fighting 
along the coast only a few miles 
south of the 17th Parallel fron- 
tier with North Viet Nam, the 
spokesman said. The U.S. 7th 
Fleet has supported the govern- 
ment operations with coastal 
shelling. 


The Strategic Air Command's 


B52 bombers edged closer to the 
Laotian frontier this morning, 
dropping their big bombs on a 
suspected Viet Cong staging and 
storage area in central Kontum 
Province. 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the strike was directed at curb- 
ing the flow of supplies into the 
country from the north along 
the Ho Chi Minn Trail, which 
winds down the jungles of west- 
ern Laos.

such new legislation, a spokes-

for AFL-CIO President 


George Meany said. 


Although the labor 
leaders 


say they have no details o.n 
what Johnson might 
recom- 


mend to Congress, they fear any 
antistrike legislation would curb 
their ultimate weapon. 


Discussion of Johnson's anti- 


strike proposal comes after two 
weeks of sniping between the 
AFL-CIO and the Johnson ad- 
ministration over White House 
efforts to hold down wage in- 
creases, how much of a mnii- 
mum-wage increase should be 
recommended to Congress, and 
complaints htat the Democratic 
administration has not lived up 
to its political promises to labor. 


Although no legislation report- 


edly is being drafted at the mo- 
ment to curb strikes, the Labor 
Department has been working 
on drafts that could lead to a 
bill for Congress to consider. 


Johnson 
first broached 
the 


proposal in his State of the Un- 
ion message, saying he would 
ask Congress to consider meas- 
ures to deal with strikes that 
threaten irreparable harm to 
the national interet. 


On the economic front, AFL- 


CIO leaders still refuse to ac- 
cept White House guidelines 
that attempt to hold wage in- 
creases to 3.2 per cent a year. 


Secretary of Labor W. Willard 


Wirtz said Sunday that "We've 
got t o press harder" to per- 
suade both labor and business to 
hold down wage and price in- 
creases that threaten inflation. 


Wirtz, target of some harsh 


statements by Meany and other 
AFL-CIO leaders after he had 
spoken to them here, said in 
Washington 
on 
"Meet 
the 


Press" over NBC: "We're not in 
a popularity contest."

Samuel Sheppard puts b e fore 
the Supreme Court today his 
claim thatnewspaper publicity 
prevented him from getting a 
fair trial in the 1954 slaying of 
his first wife. 


Through arguments by his 


counsel, the former Cleveland, 
Ohio, osteopath hopes to win a 
new trial with additional conten- 
tions. 
One is tha t evidence 


presented against him 12 years 
ago was not sufficient to sustain 
a convcition. 


The conviction was 'for mur- 


der in the second degree and he 
was given a life sentence. He 
was released under a habeas 
corpus order after serving 10 
years. 


In the latest legal move in 


Ohio, the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Cincinnati rejected Sheppard's 
contention that he didn't get a 
fair trial. But it permitted him 
to r e main at liberty on b a i l 
pending outcome of his appeal 
to the highest tribunal. 


Sheppard's first wife, Mari- 


lyn, was pregnant when she was 
beaten to death. Sheppard has 
always claimed that a bushy- 
haired intruder killed her. In 
1964 he married a German-born 
divorcee with whom he had car- 
ried on a correspondence while 
in prison. 


Sheppard's lawyer, F. Lee 


Bailey of B o s t o n , asked is a 
preliminary brief submitted to 
the Supreme Court that the jus- 
tices rule on 11 questions. The 
first was whether pretrial pub- 
licity so prejudiced the commu- 
nity that no fair and impartial 
jury could have been impan- 
eled.

It 
will be attended by top Cabinet 
members from the six member- 
countries — France, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg. 


French President Charles de 


Gaulle blackballed Britain when 
it tried to join three years ago. 
Now there is a new interest in 
bringing in Britain and other 
West European countries. 


But little can be done about it 


here. Nothing new can happen 
until De Gaulle gives some offi- 
cial sign that he h a s changed 
his mind. 


Even 
without 
Britain 
the 


Common Market is the world's 
most important single trading 
unit and the main partner of the 
United States at the Kennedy 
Round talks in Geneva.
